The amendment to claims 1 and 42 refer to the furthest "dorsal" or "posterior" point of the bulge of the buttocks, and is considered to 
raise a new issue that requires further consideration. The examiner has not considered claims including this limitation during the 
examination process, prior to Final rejection. 

Applicant appears to believe that because the examiner had previously considered the claim term "apex", such amendment to "dorsal" or 
"posterior" is consistent with a *medical* definition of "apex", and therefore, does not require further consideration. The examiner 
considers the issue at point to be one of a geometric, not medical, nature, and believes that the examiner's interpretation of the term 
"apex" was reasonable and appropriate. The examiner considered the term "apex" in a broad, reasonable interpretation, and therefore, 
the amendment from "apex" to "dorsal" or "posterior" changes the scope of the claim, and requires further consideration. 

The broad and reasonable definition of "apex" upon which the examiner relied defines "apex" as: "the uppermost point". This is clearly a 
different limitation than "dorsal" or "posterior", and as such the present amendment requires further consideration. Applicant's belief that 
another medical definition of "apex" is more proper is not persuasive. 
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
